They are sympathetically sung by 
a number of different singers, but 
only one singer is heard in each 
lullaby. In other words, there is no 
attempt made to “soup-up”™ the 
lullabies with lavish choral or 
orchestral arrangements. The voice 
is accompanied very discreetly by 
a harp, guitar, banjo, dulcimer or 
zither. The record comes in a 
thirty-page book that contains all 
the melodies, along with the texts 
and translations. It is beautifully 
illustrated as well. 


CLASSICAL TASTES 


Two of the greatest symphonies 
ever written—and two of the most 
popular—Beethoven’s Fifth and 
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Mozart's G Minor (the 40th) have 
been coupled on a single Colum- 
bia dise. The Philadelphia Orch- 
estra does the honors, with Eugene 
Ormandy at the helm. 

“Papa” Haydn is represented 
by two of his most important sym- 
phonies on a single Westminster 
disc. The Orchestra of the Vienna 
State Opera is under the direction 
of Hermann Scherchen. The works 
are the Symphonies Nos. 99 and 
101. The latter is the famous 
Clock Symphony which takes its 
nickname from the fact that its 
slow movement is an amusing imi- 
tation of the ticking of a clock. 

Four charming and easy-to-lis- 
ten-to works of Mozart have been 
performed by the Solisti Di Zagreb 
under Antonio Janigro, on a Van- 
guard disc. These are diverti- 
mentos, which is the name for a 
kind of entertainment music that 
was popular in Mozart's day. 

The Bach Guild has issued all 
four of the orchestral suites of 
Bach in a two-record album. The 
performers are the members of the 
Vienna State Opera Orchestra, un- 
der Felix Prohaska. This would be 
an ideal gift, not only for the 
lover of Bach, but for the music 
student as well, since the com- 
plete orchestral scores are sup- 
plied. In addition, the overtures 
to two of the suites are recorded 





twice, each time in a different 
style of performance. 


SPECIALIZED TASTES 


Angel Records presents an at- 
tractive dise of Italian music for 
strings—most of it of an earlier 
period—in performances by the 
group known as / Musici. The 
earlier works are by Tartini, Ga- 
luppi and Marcello. But, oddly 
enough, the record also contains a 
rarity—a work by Rossini, com- 
poser of the famous opera, The 
Barber of Seville. 

Lovers of the harp will find an 
unusual treat in the dise issued 
by Esoteric Records, featuring the 
playing of the harpist, Nicanor 
Zabaleta. It contains a wide va- 
riety of styles, since it is devoted 
to sixteenth-century Spanish mu- 
sic, as well as modern French and 
Spanish pieces 


FOLK MUSIC TASTES 


The Singing Boys of Mexico are 
represented on a Period dise in a 
selection of folk songs arranged 
for chorus. With these songs from 
their native land, the group in- 
cludes an occasional sixteenth- or 
seventeenth-century sacred work.

Eprror’s Nore: We have viewed 
the houses in a completed state 
and they have exceeded our ex- 
pectatvons. Unfortunately, two or 
three have Cm ceeded our expec ta- 
tions in price. Some have been 
built on land way beyond the cost 
for a $14,000 to $25,000 house. 
Also because they were built on 


the basis of a custom home, costs 
have mounted, and in at least two 
cases, the houses were enlarged 
way beyond the plans that were 
shown, which increased the price. 
In addition, the amount of equip- 
ment, which of course is optional, 
is considerable. Once started, it 
was a temptation to some builders 
to put all conceivable modern 
equipment in the houses regardless 
of price. However, when we report 
these homes in the January, 1957 
issue, there will be an accurate 
evaluation of the cost.

A HOUSE IN MIND 


alse economy, the specter that has haunted many a house, turns 

up with regularity in decoration. For example, a young couple 
setting up their first household may fit out their living room for what 
they consider “a song,” with temporary furniture to tide them over 
until they can afford better. When that time arrives, the “song” 
(usually to the tune of several hundred dollars) turns a bit flat. 
Too good to be discarded, too expensive to store, the interim pieces 
finally become problems because there is no place to put them. A 
sizable sum of money has gone down the drain, simply because the 
couple failed to formulate a plan. They failed to realize that, in 
decorating a house or an apartment, one reom cannot be planned 
economically without reference to the other rooms. Here is a living- 
dining room in two versions, an immediate and an eventual. Every- 
thing in the first was bought with its final use in another part of 
the house kept closely in mind. As a result, every purchase made 
from the smallest ash tray to the largest seating piece—can end 
a long period of service in one room or another, proving once 


again that long-range decoration planning is good, sound economy. 


To illustrate our point that the first trap 
pings of any room should be earmarked 
at the outset for future duty elsewhere, 
we have chosen a living-dining area of 
average dimensions (13’ x 17’) and com 
mon architectural features (end wall 
window, side wall fireplace). A basie 
scheme of black and white was estab 
lished to carry the room through all 
phases of its evolution.

SACK mas things, when we came across two old 
cardboard boxes, dusty, dingy, and full of nostalgia. 
They had been tucked away in a corner and forgotten 
the decorations our families had used many years ago 
when we were young and Christmas was the most excit 
ing day of our lives. The old tinsel is tarnished and the 
ornaments have all seen better days, but somehow we 
could never quite bring ourselves to throw them away. 
We sat down on the floor, opened the boxes, and smiled 
a little sadly as we looked at the mementos of the kind 
of Christmas we had known before we forgot how easy 
it is to have a good time. There was the shiny pink angel 
who had smiled down on us every year from the top of 
the tree. Some of her hair is missing, and Grandmother 
never tires of telling what happened to it. Her daughter 
(then six, now the mother of three) fell in love with the 
ornament one Christmas and, unseen, nipped it off the 
tree and took it to bed with her. Angels particularly 
when they have spun-glass hair, are meant to be looked 
at, not hugged, and Grandma spent several days extract 
ing angelic glass fiber from a much wiser little girl. 
Next in the box was the familiar little créche which had 
served as a way-station under the tree throughout the 
electric-train holidays of three boys. Needless to say, it 
bears the battle scars of honorable service. And there 
was Great-Grandfather’s music-box tree-stand, a piece of 
tinkling sorcery that plunked out O Tannenbaum as it 
slowly turned the great tree on its base, majestic and 


improbable as a pirouetting dowager. 


All these things were put away after the 1941 holidays 
—the last big family Christmas before World War II 
changed all our lives. As the members of both families 
separated and grew up during the war years, those who 
happened to be around either couldn’t be bothered or 
hadn’t the heart for all the old-time fuss. We'd have 
friends in for cocktails and buffet supper, and we “did 
things” with holly and mistletoe. If we troubled with a 
tree, it was apt to be a blue and silver abstraction, or 
something very chic in shell-pink. We did our best 

strained, really, to make our Christmases interesting, 
and if two sets of grandparents remembered a time 
when the day had been something more . . . well, they 


didn’t mention it. And the children were too young to 





recognize a counterfeit. That is why the old decorations 
remained forgotten until the day we stumbled upon 
them, and right then, sitting on the attic floor, we found 
ourselves reliving the fun of those simpler celebrations. 
We began to realize that we had left behind something 
precious when we outgrew the love and wonder of those 
old Christmases, and this year, we decided, we’re going 
back and look for lost treasure. We’re going to give 
Christmas back to our children—restore the old family 
rituals just as we'd restore a good piece of furniture: by 
scraping off all the layers of gilt and varnish which have 
concealed the grain for so long. The old, familiar pink 
angel (or, if she isn’t up to it, her twin) will smile down 


on us again from the tip of the tallest tree we can find. 


On Christmas Eve, our children will be the guests of 
honor, and conversation will be portentous talk of Santa 
Claus and what he does for good boys and girls. Just 
before bedtime, we’ll help them hang up their stockings 
(they all wear socks, but we’ll manage somehow) just 
as our parents helped us twenty years ago. Wherever 
they come from, the stockings will not be the com- 
mercial sort of red or white felt with fake-ermine trim- 
ming and the child’s name spelled out in rhinestones. 
They'll be simply good old black stockings—if we have 
to knit them ourselves. It won’t be a particularly restful 
Christmas for the grownups. We'll be up late Christmas 
Eve, filling stockings, wrapping presents and trimming 
the tree with the old ornaments and garlands of pop- 
corn and cranberries. We expect pandemonium at about 
5 A.M. Christmas Day, when the first inkling of dawn 
tells our small fry that it’s high time to rise and shine 
and check up on Santa. There will be the inevitable 
shrieks and crashes as the presents are opened, and we 
expect the floors will suffer a scar or two from solo 
flights on new roller skates and bikes. And we’re pre- 
pared for the usual fraternal skirmishing over who gets 
to play with what, first. Although we hope that each 
child finds his own heart’s desire under the tree, we are 
not planning to let Santa play safe by making our living 
room into a toy shop. We not only can’t afford it, but 
we think it more important that our children know the 
ecstasy of wanting some one thing so badly that they 
can’t sleep nights . . . and on Christmas morning find 
that their prayers have been answered.

Not with an extravagant splurge brought on by one

We'll open our presents quietly while the children are 


whooping it up, and eventually have breakfast and dress 
up in our new ties and scarves and gloves and go to 
church with Grandma and Grandpa. We'll sing our 
heads off, and then stroll quietly home to be greeted by 
the incomparable fragrance of pine boughs and roasting 
turkey. Dinner will be enormous and we'll all eat too 
much and end up sprawled in the living room, ready to 
listen to Grandpa read Dickens Christmas Carol. Of 
course, they’ll be doing the usual star-studded dramatiza- 
tion on television that day, but we saw it last year, and 
we think that hearing a member of the family reading 
Dickens will be a far more personal experience than 
blinking our way through perfectly-timed flurries of 
artificial snow. We may doze a bit during the reading, 
but we'll do it with a comforting voice enfolding us, 
reassuring us by its gentle familiarity that all is well. 
We will not completely eschew radio and television, but 
we intend—for a number of reasons—to be highly 
selective. We don’t want our children watching Santa 
being made a joke; peddling everything from auto- 
mobile tires to beer. We’re bored with the so-called “do- 
mestic” comedies in which the central situation involve 
the troubles an oafish but supposedly lovable father 
has in trying to impersonate Santa Claus, And while we 
like Rudolph the Red Nosed Reindeer (at least for the 
first eight times), we draw the line at the nasal imp who 
Saw Mommy Kissing Santa Claus and the sloe-eyed 
torch singer who closes her eyes and moans of Santa 


Baby. No, thank you very much. 


These are a few of the holiday attractions we'll turn 
our backs on without, we hope, feeling any particular 
loss. Our observance will be more amateur than profes- 
sional, with our greatest pleasure derived from the 
warmth and wonder of the season reflected in the faces 
of a complete family circle. Most of all, we want to 
recall the spirit of the first family Christmas long ago. 
If we can do that, we will have given and received the

the current quest for space, we tend to overlook a national treasure: 


an estimated eleven million unfinished attics. In both postwar 
homes (where an upper floor of future expansion was built in) and 
in older homes (where they are usually a cross between a junk shop 
and the family reliquary), these slant-eaved areas lie ready and 
waiting to pull their weight in livability. Added to this fallow group are 
an incalculable number of other old homes with attics which have been 
finished into rooms and then simply neglected, wasteful dust-and-rub- 
bish collectors, and in some cases fire hazards. In these pages we show 
how, when given due respect, a top floor can become a useful, safe and 
decorative member of a household. In a skillful adaptation of existing 
space, a generous double-bedded room and a colorful bath have liter- 


ally given an old three-story house a new and productive lease on life. 


Fortunately, one of the rooms was located above a second-floor bathroom, and the re 
modeling plan made use of existing plumbing pipes and vent stack. In turning the 
space into a colorful bath for two youthful sailors, a twin lavatory was installed at 
the window ledge; above it, for an inventive touch, mirror was fitted into sections of 
the gable-end window. To complement the nautical theme, walls were painted a brilliant

n housing today is 


and materials as well as new applications or refinements of 
existing materials. Here is new and enlightering evidence of 
this trend: an experimental house designed to illustrate the 
versatile role of plywood for both structural and decorative 
use. Co-sponsored by United States Plywood Corporation and 
ourselves, and built by architect-builder, Harry J. Quinn, it 
is a four-level, split-level design with an impressive amount 
of space: 1,740 square feet of livable area plus 580 square 
feet of finished basement, in addition to an attached, two-car 
garage located at still another, a fifth level. The structure was 


designed expressly to be built on an inside lot, in this case one 


Designed as 





which measures 65’ x 125’. The house utilized the Lu-Re-Co 
modular panel system of construction developed by the Re 
search Council of the Lumber Dealers Association and the 
University of Illinois: once the foundation was poured, the 
panelized structure was erected in one day. Because walls and 
ceilings are prefinished plywood, after the panels went up the 
house was complete except for interior detailing and the ap 
plication of exterior siding. Throughout are new techniques 
for the use of plywood, among them the utilization of 14% 
inch-thick, 4’ x 8’ plywood panels as roof decking supported 
four feet on center, the finished undersides serving as ceil 
ing. The exposed supporting beams are prefabzicated units of 
laminated wood. Throughout, too, the house dramatizes the 
warmth which the many and varied kinds of plywood lend to a 
home. Proving that plywood contributes not only to the aes 
thetic but also the practical side of livability, the prefinished 
interior surfaces are nearly upkeep-free. The house was docu 
mented on film through all stages of construction and will be 
made available to millions of viewers; it will also be open to the

Two ways to assuage 


a holiday sweet tooth 


s our contribution to the tribute exacted by a holiday 
sweet tooth, we offer this month two recipes that, if they were Easter 
bonnets, would be called ravishing. One, a new approach to the tradi- 
tional plum pudding, is described on page 91; the other, even more 
of a novelty (at least for this country), is a cake—a Wiener Sacher 
torte. Vienna, in its great days, boasted a celebrated restaurant owned 
and managed by a lady named Frau Sacher, an epicure with an 
enviable knowledge of food and an insatiable fondness for fine cigars, 
which she smoked constantly. Although Frau Sacher cared nothing 
for sweets, the Wiener Sacher is named in her honor, and as a dessert 
it is as illustrious as its namesake. In texture and flavor, it resembles 
a pound cake: it is rich, compact, smooth as velvet. It is baked, pref- 
erably, in a melon mold, then split, hollowed out, filled with a cream 
filling (we give you four variations), spread with apricot preserve 
and then coated with a rich chocolate glaze. The finished product—to 
use a somewhat mundane phrase—would knock your eye out, and 
if Frau Sacher could have brought herself to enjoy sweets, she might 


have learned, through this torte, the delight of a rich dessert.

Looking rather like a brown satin melon, the Wiener Sacher might well appear 
on the menu of such a restaurant as Liichow’s (opposite) in New York City, served 
from Wedgwood's Partridge in a Pear Tree china, eaten with Reed & Barton's Tara 
sterling flatware.

WIENER SACHER TORTE 
(If you have never made a cake in the conventional manner, 
first turn to page 106 for a short treatise on organization.) 
This recipe will make two l-quart melon molds or one bread 


pan, 5x9x3 inches. Set oven at 350°F.

¢ Grease melon mold and coat with bread crumbs. Tap bottom 


of inverted mold gently to remove excess crumbs. 


¢ Cream butter until soft and shiny. Add sugar, a little at a 
time, beating constantly. Cream butter and sugar until light 
and fluffy. 

¢ Beat in egg yolks, one at a time, blending thoroughly after 
the addition of each. (There may be a slight curdling effect. 
but this disappears as the other ingredients are added.) 

¢ Add orange juice and rind and beat well. 

* Sift flour and cornstarch twice and then measure each. 

* Resift flour and cornstarch with baking powder and salt. 

¢ Add sifted ingredients gradually, beating constantly. Beat 
for no more than 2 minutes. Batter will be light and creamy. 

© Beat egg whites until stiff but not dry. 

¢ Fold egg white into batter carefully; done best by hand. 

* Pour batter into mold and bake in a preheated 350°F. oven 
for 45 to 50 minutes. To make certain the cake is sufficiently 
baked, run a toothpick into the center of the cake. If it 
comes out clean without any particles of dough sticking to 
it, the cake is completely baked. If dough sticks to the pick, 
place the cake back in the oven and test again in 5 minutes. 
We have found it sometimes takes an hour to bake this 
cake on very humid days. When cake is done, tester will 
come out clean and dry. Cake top will be well-browned and 
cracked and there will be no moistness. Cake will shrink 
slightly from sides of mold. 

¢ Cool in mold for 5 minutes. Remove and place on wire rack to 


finish cooling. Bake other half. [Continued on the next page] 
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Once the hollow for the filling is carved out, the 
cake should look rather like an avocado without its 
seed. Spoon the filling in until it is level with 
the sides, then clap the two halves together gently 
and anchor the top to the bottom with toothpicks 


The first glaze (apricots, sugar and water blended 
in an Osterizer) is painted on to “seal” the torte 
and keep it fresh (above).

Scavenger hunt 


for Christmas 


his year for their annual giving, our editors took a cue 
from the ancient and respected art of scavenging. Intrigued 
by reports of a handsome collection of objects scavenged by archi- 
tect Edgar Tafel, A.1.A., we visited him to see for ourselves. Mr. 
Tafel, one of the most talented young architects in the country, 
has, along with his wife Lucille, remodeled a hundred-year-old 
home in Greenwich Village and into its decoration (an astonishing, 
impressively beautiful blend of styles) has incorporated sections 
of carved wood, weathered newel posts, and fragments from the 
ornately designed fagades of demolished buildings. The way the 
Tafels have used these objects, the sense of importance imparted 
to them, immediately fired our imaginations. Suddenly we were 
aware that, as buildings a hundred, fifty, even twenty-five years 
old come tumbling down in cities all over the country to make 
way for streamlined structures, a facet of our civilization is being 


lost in as real a sense as any of the classical era. For example, 


designed by famed architect 


of architects rushed to rescue 


in New York City where an unprecedented amount of demolition 
and new construction is now in progress, delightful stone carvings 
and terra-cotta motifs—produced in a never-to-return age of in 
expensive skilled labor—are being reduced to rubble and hauled 
off as fill. All are relics of a bygone American age and all are 
available for the taking (with permission of the demolition squad 
who fear only for the safety of the scavengers). In one short visit. 
we saw our surroundings in a new light and, initiated into the 
mysterious practices of scavenging by Edgar Tafel, acquired a 
fascinating new hobby. Editors became a familiar sight at demol- 
ished buildings, peering into the rubble. Alerted to a new source 
of potential treasure, one editor salvaged a handsome iron newel 
post from a house near his which was earmarked for destruction;

HOW TO STEAM 

Cooking by steam is defined as: 
cooking in steam with or without 
pressure. The steam may be ap- 
plied directly to the food, as in 
a steamer or pressure cooker. We 
have used the electric deep-fat 
fryer, Dutch ovens with trivets, 
bottle sterilizers, wash boilers, 
buckets with tight-fitting lids, 
double boilers, pressure saucepans 
and cookers, food blanchers and 
hotel and restaurant kettles. The 
important thing to remember is 
the steam should not escape and 
should remain constant. The steam- 
er should be fitted with a rack or 
trivet to lift the pudding off the 
bottom and facilitate complete cir- 
culation of steam. We used the 
trivet in the Gilbert cooker and 
Presto pressure saucepan, the fry- 
er basket in the deep-fat fryer and 
a small cake rack in the hotel ket- 
tle. To prevent the metal from 
darkening, we added Y4 teaspoon 
of cream of tartar to the steamer 
water. A tablespoon of vinegar 
may be used instead. Pressure 
cookers and saucepans reduce the 
time required for steaming con- 
siderably. So do individual molds 
or slender tin cans. The larger the 
pudding—the longer the steaming 
time. The process should be started 
on high heat until steam forms, 
then reduced to low. 


WHAT TO STEAM IN 

Molds should be generously 
greased and sprinkled with sugar 
and filled about two-thirds full. 
The mold should be covered with 
wax paper or aluminum foil during 
steaming to prevent the condensed 
steam from dripping back on to the 
top of the pudding. The following 
containers may be used: 

Pudding molds if you have them 
—either individual or large ones. 
Tin cans—many sizes are avail- 
able and produce a cylindrical 
pudding which is easy to serve.

What is the Wiener Sacher cake like? |t resembles the pound cake 
in texture and flavor, i.e., it is rich, compact and velvety in tex- 
ture. How is the cake made? Basically speaking, there are two 
methods for making butter cakes; the conventional method and a 
short-cut muffin method, sometimes identified as one-bowl. We use 
the conventional method for this type of cake which means that 
the shortening is creamed thoroughly with the sugar. and the eggs 
are separated, the whites folded in last. We do not recommend the 


one-bowl method with this recipe 


There are many cooks today who have never made cakes the con- 
ventional way. So here is a procedure to follow which will help 


them to get organized: 


1. Read recipe carefully 

2. Turn on oven. Set at 350° F. 

3. Assemble all ingredients and let refrigerated ingredients come 
to room temperature 

4. Assemble equipment-—you'll need a mixing bowl, electric mixer 
if you have one, or a good slotted wooden spoon, a set of dry 
measuring cups, a liquid measuring cup. measuring spoons, 
flour sifter and bowl large enough to hold 6 egg whites for 


beating and a |-quart melon mold or bread-loaf pan. 


Procedure with “reason why” for combining the ingredients: A 
publisher once said he published a certain cookbook, which became 
and still is enormously popular simply because it described what 
water looked like when it was boiling (it bubbles on top). In the 
same vein, here are some descriptive notes to help the novice baker 
in preparing this basic recipe: 
1. Beat butter and sugar together until the sugar is dissolved.

However, we prefer to bake the cake the day before and store 
wrapped in foil, waxed paper or Saran Wrap in the breadbox 
The flavor of the cake actually improves after 24 hours. The cake 
has a fine, grainy quality and will keep, unfilled, for at least a week 
wrapped and in a tin or breadbox. The filled and glazed cake can 
be very successfully frozen. It should be placed in the freezer long 
enough to become firm enough to wrap without marring the glaze 
Then remove and wrap in aluminum foil or Saran Wrap, sealing the 
edges to make as airtight as possible. Return to freezer. Cake should 


be removed at least two hours before serving
